In 1993, the Cleveland 
Indians began to conduct 
extensive research con 
cerning Cleveland's rich 
Negro League history, 

Barrier Breakers/Black 
Legends in Baseball 
History is an exhibit 
composed of text, photos, 
and memorabilia which 
celebrates Cleveland's 
Black baseball history 
‘Among the players and 
teams celebrated in Barrier 
Breakers are the 1945 
Negro League World 
‘Champion Cleveland 
Buckeyes, Larry Doby, 
Satchel Paige. and Jacke 
Robinson. The exhibit 
premiered at the Indians 
1993 Wahoo WinterFest 
and later spent time at the 
Western Reserve Historical 
Society and the African-American Museum, 

Also included in the 1993 WinterFest, Sam Jethroe 
and Willie Grace. two former Cleveland Buckeyes, 
conduicted interviews and attended a seminar on the 
history of the Negro Leagues. The players were 
interviewed by Allen Davis of WKNR Radio. A 
commemorative poster card, the first in the Barrier 
Breakers series, was issued in conjunction with the 
‘event. In june of 1993, the Indians hosted the first 
annual Black Baseball Legends Weekend, Players in 
attendance, including Minnie Minoso, lim “Mudcat 
Grant, Tommie Agee, Chuck Hinton and Dave Pope. 
‘The players were saluted for their achievements at 
a reception at the Marriott Society Center, as well as 
a pre-game salute at Cleveland Stadium, and con- 
ducted a clinic entitled "Slugout” for Cleveland's 
inner city youth, which not only taught fundamental 
baseball skills, but also warned against the dangers 
of drugs and illiteracy 

Future plans include an in-season tribute to former 
Negro League players, a salute to the 1945 World 
Champion Buckeyes, a tribute for Cleveland's own 
Larry Doby, and an open call for any Cleveland Negro 
League memorabilia in conjunction with a local 


museum, with al items 
eventually to be donated 
tothe Negro Leagues 
Baseball Museum in 
Kansas City, Missouri. The 
Indians will also work to
